When Zachary Taylor Was Notified of 


His Nomination. 


When Captain Wilson H. Daniel of 


Jasper, Ind., inventor and author, now 
nearly eighty-five years old, read of 
the committees that had been appoint- 
ed to notify Taft and Bryan of their 
respective nominations as presidential 
candidates he remarked: 

“Well, well, time certainly does 
change everything, and yet with what 
tenacity do people, parties and nations 
hoid on to their old time customs. 

“In the summer of 1848 1 was o pas- 
senger on board the Alhambra. Be- 
fore landing | had been told by the 
captaiy that we would land at Taylor's 
plantation, just below the town of Rod- 
ney, in the state of Mississippi, to take 
on wood. We were there for several 
hours, and as soon as I landed I saw 
General Taylor, with whom | had got 
acquainted at Camp Salubrity some 
years before, just across the road in an 
oats field. where he and several ne- 
groes were at work cradling and bind- 
ing oats. 

“The general wore a broad brimmed, 
low crowned white felt hat, blue 
blouse, no shirt and blue pants. His 
feet were incased in homemade boots, 
His hands and face were covered with 
dirt and black from oats, When I 
called and said, ‘Hello, general!’ he ar 
once recognized me and, as was his 
custom, hailed me by saying, ‘Hello, 
wheelsman!’ 

“He came over to the fence, and for 
quite a time we talked of the days we 
spent together when Taylor was sta- 
tioned at Camp Salubrity and of the 
second day of July, 1846, in particular, 
when we broke camp and I, as pilot, 
or wheelsman, on board the Yazoo, be- 
gan steering General Taylor’s entire 
garrison, beavy artillery and ammuni- 
tion from Grandecore (meaning high 
bluff) Landing to the famous battlefield 
of New Orleans, six miles below the 
city, from which point seagoing ves 
sels conveyed the soldiers, artillery and 
ammunition to Powder Horn, then a 
landing near the Rio Grande in Texas. 

“It was while we were sitting there 
on the fence recounting our wany ex- 
periences that a large boat all decked 
In holiday attire and flying flags and 
bunting rounded into sight. As it came 
nearer we heard the band pluying, and 
General Taylor remarked that ft must 
be a circus boat.. As it approached a 
salute was fired, the band struck up 
‘The Star Spangled Bauner,’ the bell 
began ‘o ring, and the steamboat, 
which was the Major Ringold, began 
rounding to land. When the general 
and | saw the boat was going to land 
we got down off the fence and walked 
across the road to witness the landing, 
neither of us knowing or even surinis- 
ing the mission of the bout and its 
crew. 

“When the landing had been made 
and the plank run ashore, the people 
by the score began crowding out. The 
Vast crowd was led by James Guthrie 
and George D,. Prentice of Louisville, 
Ky., who were followed by a Mr. Blu- 
ford. No sooner hud (juthrie und Pren- 
tice introduced themselves to General 
Taylor than Bluford, who had been a 
former scboulmate of Taylor's, shout- 
ed, ‘Hello, Zach! and, with an onth or 
two, ran up and embraced ‘Old Rough 
and Ready.’ who recognized Biuford 
with delight. 

“When invited on board the ship, 
Taylor begged to be excused on ac- 
count of his dress and appearance, but 
Bluford, Guthrie, Prentice and others, 
with loving arms around the sweaty 
old general, burried him aboard, where 
he was officially notified in fis every- 
day workiog attire that the Whig par- 
ty in convention ussembled bad nuomi- 
pated him as itw candidate for the 
presidency. He made a few remarks, 
thunking the committee for the bonor 
and assuring every one that if he was 
elected he would do right as God gave 
him the power to see the right,

FASHIONABLE PEOPLE USE MANY 
DODGES TO LOOK SMART. 


Ladies Will Order Garments For 
Swell Function and After Using 
It Send It Back With Complaint 
That It Does Not Suit—Jewellery 
Is Similarly Manipulated—Brides 
Can Borrow Their Gowns. 


It is really astonishing what .some 
people will do in order to look smart 
and to be in the fashion. They will 
adopt all sorts of dodges, sometimes 
questionable and even dishonest; and 
otherg there are who hire practically 
everything they need—the clothes 
they wear and the jewels that adorn 
them—just to outshine their rivals 
and to dazzle the public eye at a 
swell function. ; 

In the courts the other day in a 
provincial city, counsel related a 
singular practice which, he said, was 
resorted to by some of the smart set. 
This was for ladies to order a garment 
for a certain fashionable function, 
wear it on that occasion, and then 
return it to the makers, stating that 
it did not suit. The people usually 
take good care to ask for the clothes 
to be sent “on approval.” If they 
get soiled they, of course, have to 
keep them, but if not—back they go 
to the shop. This is how a certain 
number of people ‘‘keep up appeur- 
ances” on nothing. ; 

The same kind of thing is prac- 
ticed to an extraordinary extent in 
regard to jewellery. A well-known 
shopkeeper in town, who has special 
lines of his own make which can be 
easily identified, stated that he has 
again and again recognized his own 
goods, which had been obtained by 
well-to-do people ‘“‘on approval,” be- 
ing worn at the Lord Mayor’s ball. 
When this is over these smart people, 
who have enjoyed a sort of peacock 
delirium for a few hours on the cheap, 
send the jewels back on the ground 
of‘ unsuitability. 

The jeweller knows, in fact, that 
they have been ‘‘most suitable’ for 
their own convenience, but he is 
quite helpless. He dare not even 
suggest anything of the kind, especia:- 
ly if the “ladies” in question have 
many society acquaintances who make 
their purchases from him. There is 
nothing so damaging to the trader as 
society scandal. So he must grinand 
bear these sharp practices, and make 
things balance as best he may. 

Even in this unsentimental age it is 
difficult to conceive that any bride 
would care to wear borrowed cloth- 
ing, veil and orange blossoms. But 
is less real than it 


would seem. In view of the fact that 


an appearance at the hymeneal altar, 


generally speaking, happens only 
once in a lifetime, there are business- 
like brides who have seriously ar- 
gued it out whether the money for 
purchasing a wedding-dress is really 
well expended. 

A girl-bride may now be gowned 
on this hiring principle in the most 
elaborate Parisian-made dress, which 
has cost anything up to £200, for a 
£10 note. 

Among the jewellery factors of 
Birmingham, from which place most 
of the English jewellery comes, quite 
a new branch of business has been 
opened out. There is no hard and 
fast line as regards the terms for 
loaning jewellery. When the secur- 
ity is gilt-edged the interest is usually 
at the rate of 21-2 per cent. on the 
value, but as the degree of risk in- 
creases so does the hiring fee. A 
gentleman not gatisfied with an I-O-U 
as security was actually given a lien 
on a suburban villa and the whole 
of the furniture, just in order that 
several young ladies, the daughters 
of the owner, might: go to a ball be- 
decked with gold and diamonds! 

Care is always exercised in the 
selection of patrons. As a rule they 
must be ‘“‘approved,” but great risks 
fre' run, nevertheless. The lenuer 
secures himself, as far as he can, by 
the I-O-U, and by charging specially 
high prepaid terms. In what was 
considered a “risky” case, as much 
as ten guineas has been charged for 
the loan for an evening of £120 worth 
of jewellery, a few diamonds, and an 
abundance of superior artificial gems.

Between Uuited States and 
Germany. 


By Henry A Chapman. 

On the Ist of October two cent postage 
on letters commenced between the 
United States and the British Islands, 
and now it is announced from Berlin 
that thesame rate has been agreed upon 
between Germany and the United States, 
to take effect January 1, 1909. 

This reduction in the cost of communi- 
cation between the two countries, i. e. 
from five to two cents is a good thing 
for both, a keeping step with each other 
in regard to current matters and the 
same. is true as between the United 
Statesand Great Britain. Cheap com- 
munication conduces to frequent com- 
munication, and frequency makes for 
knowledge, which is an able peacemaker. 

It will now be in order for England 
and Germany to negotiate an equivalent 


rate between themselves. The tithe may |, 


not be far distant when it will be pos- 
sible to send a letter anywhere on the face 
of the earth for two cents of American 
money or a British penny, Apropos of 
the above, the writer can remember when 
it cost ]0 cents to send a letter in the 
United States, with 5 cents asthe rate for 
newspapers, and it cost some time after 
that 15 cents tosend a letter to France, 
when letter postage was 3 cents in the 
United States or 10 cents to California 
and Canada. 

The writer has a letter sent by his 
grandmother in Obio to his father at 
Yale College, long before the time of 
postage stamps, (1825), with ‘‘paid 25 
cents’’ on the outside of the folded 
missive, sealed with a wafer as envelopes 
were not in use then.

LivES In A COFFIN, 


Massachusetts Lady Is Not First of 
the Sort, However. 


There is a grim suggestiveness in 
the story that is being told in the 
Pe ge of a wealthy assachusetts 
ady who, for reasons of health, tra- 
vels about in a glass coffin, 6 feet 
long and 2 feet wide and high, fitted 
with mattress and cushions, electric 
light and a telephone. 

Mrs. Tryon, however (for that is the 
lady’s name), is by no means the first 
person who has had a similar grue- 
some sleeping chamber. There was, 
a good many years ago, a Cornish 
vicar who, during the latter part of 
his life, invariably slept in the coffin 
which was to be his final . 
place; and it is said that Mme. Sara 
Bernhardt has enjoyed many a re- 
freshing slumber in a very cosy and 
luxurious coffin, specially designed 
and made for this purpose. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio, the famous 
Italian author, does not actually 
make a resting-place of his coffin, 
but it has, we understand, long been 
ready for its future occupant; and 
not long ago we read that Tommaso 
Salvini, the great tragedian, was 
seen occupied in varnishing a magni- 
ficent walnut-wood receptacle for 
himself after death. 

There are many persons who, while 
not going so far as to have their 
coffins prepared for them, appear to 
find pleasure in anticipating their de- 
narture from this world. Before his 
death Mr. Pottle, a Bournemouth 
organist, composed an_ impressive 
march for his own funeral; Mr. Al- 
bort Pell, a one-time M.P., wrote his 
own epitanh, and had it inscribed 
on a tablet in Hazelbeech Church 
many years before his worldly ac- 
tivities ceased; the Rev. William 
Dodd, who was hanged at Tyburn for 
forgery, preached an eloquent funeral 
sermon for himself shortly before his 
execution} and Signor Leopoldo de 
Gressig, an Italinn. doctor, wrote his 
own death certifierte in the last few 
moments of his life.
